This large sum lias been raised by rates assessed upon the ratepayers of the 
City of Dubliu in the several years ranging from 1811 to 1886, as shown by 
the Schedules of Presentments, from which, in the absence of other accounts I 
have been able to extract the amounts. 

I believe I have not overstated the expenditure, as owing to Schedules of 
Presentments not being forthcoming I have not been able to give the amounts 
under the head of “ Works, Alterations, Repairs, Materials, &c\,” for the 
following years, viz., 1813 to 1818 inclusive, 1810 to 1843 inclusive, and 1850. 

It may be fairly assumed that the amounts for these years under the head 
stated, if added to the sum of the expenditure which I have ascertained, would 
give a total in exoss of one hundred thousand pounds. 

It will be observed that i have had to go back three-quarters of a century to 
obtain the results which 1 place before your Committee, and as I have had to 
read and search through two sets of Presentments for each year, in most of the 
years from 1811 to 1850, to obtain the items of expenditure^ I trust that I shall 
not be considered as having been dilatory in the preparation of the returns 
which I have now the honour of submitting.

Before reporting upon what might be the legal claims and what are the 
legal rights of the Corporation, it will be necessary for me to know whether, 
before the expiration of twelve months from the date of the Order of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s directions of the Prison to be closed, the General Prisons Board

Lieutenant s directions of the Prison to be closed, the General Prisons board 
(established under the General Prisons Ireland Act, 1887) have, with the 
consent of the Commissi -ners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, and subject to any 
provisions and conditions, allowed the Prison to be used for the purposes of a 
Reformatory, Industrial School, Lunatic Asylum, Constabulary Barrack, 
Lock-up, or any other public purpose whatsoever. 

If they have, then the Corporation have no legal claims or rights to, or in 
respect of, the Prison so long as such user shall continue, and until the 
expiration of a period of twelve months alter the discontinuance of such user. 
(See Sections 17 and 31 oi the General Prisons (Ireland) Act, 1877, above 
quoted.) 5 ’ 

If they have not (and if they have) after the expiration of the period in last 
paragraph above specified, the Prison vested and will vest in the Commissioners 
mentioned in the first Section of the a & 7 Win.

As regards the first paragraph of the Law Agent’s Report, it may be 
mentioned that this building was officially closed as a prison on the 31st 
March 1888, and was handed over to the military authorities to be converted 
into a military' barracks on the 26th June following. Accordingly the opinion 
of the Law Agent as expressed in the second paragraph of this Report would 
hold good, and the Corporation may be regarded as having no legal claim or 
right in respect of the prison so long as it shall continue to be used for its 
present purpose. 

Whether the confiscation for Imperial purposes of a building erected and 
maintained by the ratepayers of the city, at a cost of nearly 100,000 
constitutes an equitable claim for compensation is a matter in regard to which 
there can be but one opinion. Your Committee consider that the claim of the 
city to compensation in respect of the building, the subject of this Report, 
should be brought under the notice of the Government through the 
Parliamentary Representatives of the city with a view to a payment in aid of 
local rates, out of the Imperial Treasury, of such sum as would represent the 
present value of the ground and buildings in question. 

All which your Committee beg to submit as their Report, this 30th day of 
April 1889.
